ABOUT "DEAD ISSUES." 


T 


IE JOURNAL regrets to observe that the Re- 


publican press is not pleased with the Demo- 


cratic and Silver Party State plaforms which were 
so earnestly endorsed by all the fusion candidates. 
Of course there was no expectation that either par- 
tv would accept a declaration of 
principles that 


would suit the Republican press or any consider- 
able number of the members of the Republican par- 
ty of this State. In sober truth it must be confessed 
that no particular effort was made to produce plat- 
forms that would, because it was well known that 
the effort would be useless. 
Nothing in the way 


of a platform will suit the average Republican unless 
it bears the party label and, if we may judge by the 
past, if the label is right, it makes very little differ- 
ence what the body of the platform contains. 


An article is now going the rounds of the Stew- 


art-Hawley newspapers in which it is broadly de- 
clared that the Democratic and Silver party plat- 
forms present nothing but a "batch of dead is- 
sues." Included among these "dead issues" is the 
"trust racket" as it is termed. 
If this is one of the 


"dead issues," perhaps some erudite 
Republican 


contemporary that claims to be in confidential re-. 
lations with the President of the United States (and 
strange to say there are such in this State) will 
kindly tell us what sort of a "racket" the "terrible 
Teddy" is playing as he nngs the changes on his 
anti-trust song wherever he goes. True, what he 
says doesn't amount to much in a practical way, 
and what he does say awakens no echo save one of 
disapproval in those quarters where Republican 
party policy is mapped out. But still his speeches 
have a certain value in that they clearly concede the 
existence of a trust evil. 
Is Roosevelt playing a 


"racket" with a "dead issue" or is he merely plav- 
ing politics? 


In the attempt to dismiss the silver issue from all 


further consideration the article referred to gives 
strong evidence of the truth of the old aphorism 
that "a little learning is a dangerous thing." It 
says that the present high prices are just what the 
silver men have been demanding; that as an econ- 
omic principle high prices and prosperity travel to- 
gether, and as 
prices are high 
and prosperity 


abounds, the silver men have all that they ever 
asked for, hence the issue is dead. Great reasoning 
that. 


As a general aconomic proposition it is true 


that high prices resulting from an abundant money 
supply, are a sign of business activity and good 
times. In such case the people will have the mon-' 
ey with which to pay the higher prices. 
Moreover, 


as prices advance production will be stimulated, and 
as the supply of products increases the advance of 
prices will be checked and kept within reasonable 
limitations. 


But the statement that prices are the sole test 


of monetary conditions is entirely too sweeping. A 
rise of prices caused by famine does not mean pros- 
perity ; no more does an advance 
produced by 


monopoly. The latter is the condition which con- 
fronts us. 
The trusts, by controlling the market, 


prevent the operation of those general economic 
laws, \\hich make for prosperity. This is the sub- 
ject of complaint, and every intelligent person ought 
to know it. 


Another thing: A rise of prices to be beneficial 


should present some features of uniformity. 
Ne- 


\ada's situation is peculiar. Our great product is 
silver 
How much has that risen? 
Under the 


policy of the Republican party, the market for sil- 
ver has been almost destroyed, and the price forced 
steadily down while the prices of all trust-controlled 
products have been just as steadily forced up. That 
is the situation with which we are dealing and the 
Republican press will find difficulty in convincing 
the voters of this State that the situation is a sat- 
isfactory one.

The party of government officials 


who have been visiting the drainage 
basins of the Trnckee, Walker, Carson 
and Humboldt rivers, in company.with 
Hon. Francis G. New-lands, returned 
to Reno , yesterday. 


The-officials consisted of Hon: Chas. 


D. WaUott, Director of the U. S.-.Ge- 
ological Survey, Mr.'Arthur P". Da- 
vis, principal engineer of the reclamp,- 
tion service of the survey, and L. H; 
Taylor, resident engineer for Nevada. 
, The party were greatly pleased with 
the magnitude and practicability, from 
an engineering point of view, of the 
various projects for the storage of 
water, and think that with a careful 
conservation and use of water at least 
one million acres of ground not now 
under cultivation can be reclaimed.; 


Mr. Taylor has investigated for the 


Geological Survey the engineering' fea- 
tures of many projects in the four 
basins named and was of the greatest 
service in explaining them to the other 
members of the party. 


Director Waicott is of the opinion 


that construction can be commenced 
in Nevaclji in a few months if 
the 


fiirmi-rs and-those directly concerned 
will organize so as to have their water 
rights 
determined 
and 
to 
treat 


with the government when the lat- 
ter is ready to begin ..work in any 
specific drainage basin. 


Until the question of extent of own- 


ership -and beneficial use of. .water is 
settled, it will be impossible for the 
government to deal with any proposed 
plan of irrigation by the use of stored 
waters. 


Mr. \Valcott has charge of the ad- 


ministration' of the new irrigation law 
under the direction of. the Secretary 
of the Interior. 
He is strongly im- 


pressed with the possibilities of agri- 
culture in Nevada and the desirable- 
ness of beginning work promptly. . 


He- will recommend some one pro- 


ject to the Secretary of the Interior 
to be begun in Nevada as soon as 
private rights arc adjusted and sur- 
veys iind estimates completed. 


The Geological Survey is thorough- 


ly a non-political bureau.- The ques- 
tion of political preferment does n&t 
enter into its organization or work. A 
high grade of scientific and technical 
work is its aim, and if the people of 
Nevada meet the-few simple require- 
ments stated as essential before "work 
can be begun, it will be only a short 
time before the great irrigation devel- 
opment of the State will be under 
way.
